PRINTING IN ENGLAND. 


From “ European Recollections,” an Address delivered before the New York Typographical 
Society, by Peter C. Baker.

ticed in London. I had letters of introduction to several of the leading 
printers, and was furnished with every facility to examine their estab- 
lishments; and nowhere did I feel so completely at home, and in nothing 
did I feel so much interest, as when passing through these jrouses of the 
type and press. 

One of the largest establishments in London is that of Clowes & Sons. 
About four hundred hands are employed here, and some idea of the ex- 
tent of their establishment may be inferred from the fact that the pro- 
prietors have a type foundry upon their own premises, for casting type 
exclusively for themselves. This house has been established for more 
than half a century, and possesses at present, I should judge, considerable 
of the original stock of sticks, cases, and stands of its founder, And this 
old look applies to many of the English and French offices, I think they 
are not as fortunate as we are in their number of fires, and seem never 
to move from place to place. 

That which struck me most particularly, in this and other large es- 
tablishments, was the great nuinber of hand presses. Nearly all of the 
finest European printing is done upon hand presses, with a man to roll 
I was surprised at first to see this old method—so 
common here twenty years ago—so generally practiced ; and not on cut 
work alone, but on many forms which, I feel certain, could have been as 
well done on an Adams or on a Hoe cylinder press, But this is not to 
be wondered at so much, when we consider how small their editions 
generally are, compared with ours. And then, again, they have no press 
so perfect as the Adams for the finer kinds of book work. In the various 
offices which I visited I did not see a single Adams press, and upon in- 
quiry I learned that although they knew of such a press, still they had 
not thought it worth while to introduce it—thinking, I presume, that, 
being an American invention, it could not possibly be better than their 
own. But, if such be their objection to American machinery, it does 
not apply to all foreign machines, fur the best power presses they have 
are undeniably those of a French patent, which are in very general use 
in the larger English offices. One of the best appointed oflices in Lon- 
don is that of Cassell, Petter & Galpin, the publishers of many pictorial 
works. In this house the French cylinder presses do nearly all the finest 
illustrated work, in a style which this firm, who have a business office 
here, found it difficult to imitate in this city. 

I know how customary it has been to think that the English printers 
surpass us in the excellence of their work, and I was of the same opinion 
until I had an opportunity of personally inspecting their printing. I took 
the utmost pains to collect specimens of their general work in nearly 
every place I visited, and can confidently say—having the “ documents” 
in my possession—that in general, miscellaneous printing, their average 
work is not so good as ours. I do not refer to their finest works, which 
are printed upon small sheets, in small editions, at great expense, upon 
hand presses, and which, I am sure, can be done quite as well here when 
required. The truest test is the character of the miscellaneous work 
which is furnished at the same price as ours, and in this respect I claim 
that we give better work for the same money than they do. In respect 
to what is known as “job work”—catalogues, circulars, handbills, cards, 
etc., and all the endless variety of mercantile printing—I do not think 
you could pick up so many poor specimens in a year here as I gathered 
in a month in London. 

In corroboration of these views, I take pleasure in reading a letter I 
have received from Mr, G. C. Rand, who is at the head of one of the 
largest printing houses in Boston, and is well known as one of the most 
accomplished printers of our country. Mr. Rand spent nearly a year in 
Great Britain and France. We accidentally met in London, and were 
glad of the opportunity to compare notes on many matters connected 
with our art. He says: 

“ We are every day doing better printing in this country, at the same relative 
than is done in England, Scotland, or France. Of Germany | cannot j , because | 
not go there; but | believe the remark equally applicable to all parts of world, They 


do some superior work abroad, but at fabulous prices. Job ee in England is miser- 
ably behind the times ; and you need not fear to say almost any thing about it. Both 
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the paper and ink used in Europe are better than ours, but dearer. The type-casting ma- 
chines in London are American, as are also several other implements in common use in 
the manufacture of type, and in printing. The best power press work in Glasgow and 
Edinboro’ is done upon our Boston press—incomparably the best printing press in the 
world; while, for speed, it is needless to remind you of Col. Hoe’s extinguisher!” 

But do not let me be misunderstood. I take as much pleasure as the 
most ardent lover of our art in looking over handsomely printed books, 
and [ admit one cannot see so many here as in Europe. It would be re- 
markable, indeed, if, in a new country like ours, and possessing compar- 
atively so small a class of men of wealth and leisure, there should be so 
great a demand for the very highest and consequently the most expen- 
sive development of typographical beauty. There are more beautifully 
printed books produced in Europe, simply because there is a market for 
them. Not that there is any less capacity here—for we have produced 
some works which rival the best any where—but simply because, at pres- 
ent, there is not the same large demand for high-priced works of superior 
typographical excellence. I think it safe to say that there is no secret 
known to the European printers which we are not in possession of. I 
think we have (I know we had when I was an apprentice) men who can 
roll, or work the press, as well as any European; and I doubt if there is 
a delicate piece of cat work which cannot be “ made ready” as well here 
as in London or Paris. As for ink and paper, the printer does not pro- 
duce these; but, judging from many recent specimens of our own man- 
ufacture, I think that in these we may now claim a pretty close approach 
to the best anywhere. Perhaps I may be mistaken, but I believe we can 
duplicate the most sumptuous work of the English, French, or German 
Press. And in this connection, I cannot forbear speaking of the rapid 
advance which has been made here, comparatively recently, in printing, 
growing out of the increasing demand of the public for better and more 
expensive books. Perhaps no press has done more than the Tract House 
to develop this taste; and I have often expressed my gratification that 
an opportunity was afforded this Society of exhibiting the capacity of 
our workmen to develop the beautiful in our art. [am sure the objects 
of this Society have not been perverted in thus elevating the tastes of the 
people, and a'so indirectly softening the hearts of the publishers, who, if 
not mentioned in the Society's preamble as subjects of their mission, have 
yet, fortunately, been reached by the Tract printers’ excellence. 

All that our printers require is liberality on the part of the publish- 
ers, and they will produce as many and as tine books as may be required. 
We have been printing at too low a price to produce the best work. I 
was forcibly reminded of this when at a large office in London. I noticed 
that most of the paper was quite small—the pressing boards were small 
—the presses, tov, looked siwaller than 1 was accustomed to see. I said 
to the superintendent, “How is it that your publishers are satisfied to 
print on such small paper—so few pages to a form?” “Oh,” says he, 
“they send their paper to us of that size, and we prefer to print it—it is 
easier, you know.” “ But,” replied I, “we have to print more than 
donble that size.” “It makes no difference to us,” he said; “if they 
send paper double the usual size, we charge just double price.” And 
holding up a sheet which measured about 26+40 inches, he continued, 
“We have to print this large sheet to-morrow, and we charge for an 
edition of 2,000 copies, eight shillings a token; so, you see, it is all the 
same to us whether we print big or little.” I confess that I felt sume- 
what disgusted with our prices upon hearing this. Most of our master 
printers would be glad to receive 40 cents a token for such work, while 
the English printer receives nearly $2. And this explains the whole 
secret of the production of so many more fine works abroad than at home. 

Shortly after my return, a publisher ot this city showed me an ele- 
gantly printed French 12mo, full of the finest wood cuts, and so well 
executed by engraver and prinier, that it was difficult to tell whether 
the cuts were of wood or steel. He asked me why we could not do such 
work here; and when [ told him that I thought we could if we were 
paid enough, he still doubted. I then informed him that I had seen a 
very similar work on the presses of one of the largest and best Parisian 
offices, and explained how the luster of the paper and ink was preserved 
and heightened by the paper being pressed, while damp, between zine 
plates, and passed through a calendering machine, before it came to the 
press for printing. He was pleased with this idea, and as we were doing 
a work for him at that time which contained a large number of cuts, he 
desired ne to treat his work in the same manner. “Certainly,” I re- 
plied, “if you will pay for the extra time and trouble.” But this, you 
may be sure, was not listened to; and the zine plates are not yet intro- 
duced into our establishment. 

I am glad to know that many of our publishers are becoming dissat- 
istied with cheap, common work, and are ambitious to rival their 
European brethren. This feeling is becoming a passion with a few, and 
has already been the means of producing a number of books, within the 
past year, which will compare favorably with the finest of the English 
press. One, especially, is deserving of mention, and I take pleasure in 
referring to it, as it was printed in this city. I allude to “ Bryant’s 
Forest Hymn,” published by W. A. Townsend & Co., and printed by Mr. 
Alvord. If you will take the trouble to examine it, I think you will agree 
with me that, as a specimen of fine wood-cut printing, it is equal to any 
thing you have seen in this country, 























The most popular press for the finest book work, at present, is the 
“ Riverside,” of Houghton, at Cambridge, Mass. Our publishers are 
showing their appreciation of the enterprise of this house; and I am re- 
jeiced to know that there is one establishment, at least, which is capable 
of commanding such prices as enable it to produce work which an Amer- 
ican need not be ashamed to compare with the finest European typog- 
raphy. I am extremely gratified by the success of the ‘ Riverside 
Press.” I have no local jealousy in the matter, and I feel certain it will 
only have the effect of stimulating the New York printers to endeavor 
to surpass their Eastern brethren. This must be so, for surely it is not 
creditable to us to have work taken from this great city, so pre-eminent 
in every thing, because it can be done better elsewhere. 

But I have been at home tvo long, and must go over the water again, 
and finish up London. I have not time this evening to say much more 
on the subject of printing. But I presume you expect to hear a little 
more of the English offices. And yet, when you describe one, you have 
described nearly all. The only noticeable things in the large establish- 
ment of Bradbury & Evans were, the time-keeper, at the entrance, who 
notes the passing irf and out of every employee, and the very dirty ap- 
pearance of the press room. There area large number of periodicals 
printed at this office—Punch and Once a Week being the best known, 
perhaps. I remarked here how very largely they availed themselves 
of the papier maché process of stereotyping, and | am surprised that it 
is not more generally used here. 

My observation led me to believe that the English printers are not 
driven at the railroad speed we are. They were, generally. a more con- 
tented-looking class, with more flesh and blood apparent, than with us. 
But I met one, and only one, who seemed a pretty good representation 
of an American printer. He had a goud office, and a lively trade, to 
which he attended personally, and therefore well. He was ‘well post- 
ed,” he said, in regard to American presses, and had imported, many 
years ago, a “ Yankee Card Press”—the best he ever saw, he said, for 
the purpose. I asked him where it was, and he took me to a lumber 
room, and said his foreman had placed it there a long time ago, as the 
men had a prejudice against Yankee presses. He had heard also of 
Hloe’s cylinders, but he said it would be of no use to introduce one, as 
the men would condemn it. 

I had anticipated much pleasure in visiting the 7imes office ; and, 
after receiving a ticket from th: publisher, went with a friend to see the 
den of the “Thunderer.” The location known as “ Printing-House 
Square,” is a small, rather dark, out-of-the-way place, remarkable for 
nothing except the disappointment experienced, and as demonstrating 
how different faney may be from reality. We were courteously con- 
ducted through the various rooms of the building, and were more im- 
pressed with the antiquated aspect of the establishment than any thing 
else. There is nothing worthy of mention except the press rooms, where 
Hloe’s great “lightning” presses stand, in majestic grandeur, locking 
proudly down upon the conquered Applegaths. It was a pardonable 
pride which thrilled me with pleasure as I looked upon these triumphs 
of American skill, and thought how, in our own art, “Old England ” 
was forced to acknowledge that, in one thing at least, our speed was not 
“too fast” for her wants. And yet, even in the matter of these presses, 
old Uncle John could not entirely succumb—he must build them him- 
self; we could not build them strong enough for him! Avd all their 
troubles (and they were many) in working these presses, came from their 
insisting on improving upon Hoe. The chief trouble was in the fingers, 
they told me, and I could not help smiling and thinking how much more 
nimble Yankee fingers must be, for here there is no trouble experienced 
in working these marvellous machines, 

There are now some six or eight of these presses in the newspaper 
offices of London, and many more in different parts of the kingdom. I 
look forward to the time when the Messrs. Hoe will also be called upon 
to supply many orders for the Adams press, which they have recently 
introduced in Manchester, and which, I believe, must eventually find its 
way into all the best European printing houses. 





BOOK. 
From “ Chambers's Encyclopedia,” 

Book—a distinct literary production in one or more volumes; but 
the term book is also applied to a treatise, or group of chapters, forming 
a part of a volume, and traditionally it signifies a narrative, or record of 
some kind in the form of a roll: “ Lo, a roll of a book was therein; and 
he spread it before me; and it was written within and without.”—LZzek. 
ii. 9,10. The term has a similar meaning in English law phraseology. 
“In the Court of Exchequer a roll was anciently denominated a book, 
and so continues in some instances till this day. An oath as old as the 
time of Edward I. runs in this form: ‘And you shall deliver into the 
Exchequer a book fairly written,’ etc., but the book delivered into the 
court in fulfilment of this oath has always been a rol] of parchment.”— 
Godson and Burke On the Law of Patents and Copyrights (Lond. 1851, 
», 823). 

, The word book is from the Angl.-Sax. boc, and, with some modifica- 
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tions of spelling. is common to all the Teutonic and Scandinavian lan- 
guages (Ger. buch ; Dutch, boek). It is believed to be derived from the 
same root as beech (Angl.-Sax. boc ; Ger. buche ; Icel. beyke ; Dutch, 
beuke), the earliest writing among those nativns having been executed 
on the inner bark of the beech-tree, or perhaps carved on beech boards. 
The Greek word for a book, bib/os, or more commonly, didlion, is de- 
rived from the Egyptian appellation for the plant papyrus. The Latin 
word liber, a book, is derived from the name of the cellular tissue of the 
papyrus, instead of the plant itself. By the Greeks, a collection of books 
was called bibliotheca, and by the Romans, lidraria ; hence the French 
term b.bliotheque, and the English word library ; hence, also, the librarii, 
or book-writers, ana bibliopole, bouksellers, of the Romans. Properly 
prepared in long strips, the papyrus was wound round small cylinders, 
or rollers, which in Latin were styled volumina; hence the English 
word volume. As the papyrus has also given the term paper to the 
moderns, it has played an important part in the naming of what con- 
cerns books, Besides papyrus, however, the ancients used parchment 
and other materials for the fabrication of their books; and when, by the 
capture of Egypt by the Arabs, in the 7th century, the papyrus plant 
could no longer be procured, parchment was the material generally 
employed. 

By the Romans, after the Augustan age, the art of fabricating books 
reached a degree of proficiency, along with the advancement in litera- 
ture. The papyrus was carefully prepared; one side was reserved for 
the writing, and the other was colored with saffron or cedar oil. The 
writing was effected by a pen made of reed (calamus), of which the best 
kinds were supposed to be found in Egypt. The ink (atramentum) was 
very durable. In_several rolls found at Herculaneum, the Roman ink, 
after being interred many centuries, is still in good preservation. When 
a Roman author wished to give his book to the world, a copy was put 
into the hands of transcribers (/ibrarii), by whom & certain number of 
copies were produced. From these transcribers, who were equivalent to 
our modern printers, the copies passed to a class of artists (librarioli), 
who ornamented them with fanciful titles, margins, and terminations. 
The rolls were finished for use by the bibliopegi, or bookbinders; and 
last of all, they were offered for sale by the bdidliopola, or booksellers. 
A copy of one of the esteemed productions of a Roman author—as, for 
example, a copy of Virgil or Horace—was an elegantly done-up roll, 
about thirteen inches in depth, wound round a cylinder, the two ends of 
which were decorated with ivory or metal knobs, Outside, it bore va- 
rious decorations along with the title, and for safety was put in a neat 
case of parchment or wood, which also bore sundry ornamental devices, 
including, perhaps, a portrait of the author. A bookseller’s shop in an- 
cient Rome would probably show a collection of scrolls, less or more 
ornamented, not unlike in appearance to modern small maps mounted 
on rollers; and in this form books would be handed about and read, 
Prized for their rarity and costliness, these scroll-books were kept with 
great care in cases, or round-shaped boxes with lids, made of cedar; the 
odor of that wood being a preservative against moths and other destruc- 
tive insects. Romans with a literary taste carried one of these boxes of 
scrolls with them as a portable library. A public library comprised a 
large variety of these boxes, and must have had the appearance of a col- 
lection of round canisters. Yet the Romans did not invariably make 
their books in rolls; in some-instances, they used leaves of lead, which 
had been beaten thin with a hammer, and also leaves of wood covered 
with wax; these loosely connected at the back with rings, may be 
viewed as the rude original of the modern book. At Herculaneum, books 
of this kind, called tablets, have been discovered in perfect preservation. 

In producing books during the middle ages, the plan of rolls was dis- 
missed, and that of leaves sewed together and enclosed in boards came 
generally into use. The material employed was still parchment, pre- 
pared from the skins of goats, sheep, deer, and other animals; for al- 
though the art of making paper was known in the 9th century, this 
new material came slowly into use. The fabricators of the books were 
for the most part different orders of monks, more particularly the Bene- 
dictines, a learned and industrious body of men, whose peaceful estab- 
lishments were long the great centres whence literature was dispersed 
in ages of intellectual darkness and social disorder, At the head of the 
book-manufacturing department in the monastery was the armarian, 
who, besides taking charge of the library, gave out books to be cupied, 
along with the pens, ink, and parchment required by the transcribers. 
Some of the monks were allowed to transcribe in the solitade of their 
cells, but the business of transcription was conducted chiefly in an apart- 
ment called the scriptorium, which was provided with ranges of desks 
aud forms. There, the scribes or copyists, who were under strict regu- 
lations as to keeping silence, carried on their tedious but useful labors. 
The writing was effected in distinctly formed letters in an old character ; 
regularity in the lines and pages being secured by previous ruling. There 
was an injunction that no one should on any account alter a single letter 
or word, without the sanction of the superior. With all the care that 


was bestowed, however, errors crept in, and were repeated froin copy to 
copy, some of which mistakes have sorely puzzled the scholarly inquiries 
There was a division of labor in the monasteries. 


of later times. To 











some of the monks was assigned the duty of throwing in embellishments. 
With leaf-gold and brilliant water-colors, they adorned the devotiona 
works, lives of saints, and copies of the Scriptures with pictorial illus- 
trations and fancifully illuminated letters at the beginning of chapters. 
By another class of these monkish artists, the books were bound in styles 


suitable to the quality of the works, In many instances, the binding 
was superb. The boards of wood, covered with leather or velvet, were 
decorated with precious stones and devices in metal; and in front, the 
voluine was held together with clasps of gold or silver-gilt. Skelton, 
the poet-laureate, in his Garland of Laurel, written about the year 1510, 
rapturously alludes to the splendid bindings of those old times: 

With that of the boke losende were the claspis ; 

The margent was illumynid all with golden railles 

And byse, enpicturid with gressoppes and waspis, 

With buttertlyis and fresshe pecoke taylis, 

Entlorid with flowris and slymy snaylis ; - 

Envivid [eruiuid] picturis well towchid and quikly ; 

It would haue made a man hole that had be right sekely, 

‘To beholde how it was garniseshyd and bounde, 

Encouerde ouer with golde of tissew fyne ; 

The claspis and bullyons were worth e thousande pounde ; 

With balassis* and charbuncles the borders did shyne; 

With aurum musicumt every other lyne 

Was wrytin:........ 


* Balassis—rubies, 
t Aurum musicum—mosa‘c gold.

From the London Publishers’ Circular, April 15.

We have received a circular signed by three booksellers in Glasgow, which 
makes us acquainted with some rather startling facts as to the operation of 
certain clauses in the proposed new Police bill for that city, in regard to sec- 
ond-hand booksellers ; and as our correspondents consider that all large towns 
are in the same position as Glasgow, the facts may be of interest. It appears 
that owing to dealers in second-hand books being classed with brokers, power 
is given to the authorities to compel every bookseller to have the words 
“licensed broker” painted over his door; and to punish him if he carries on 
his trade between 11 o’clock on Saturday night and 9 o'clock on ae 
morning, or between 10 o'clock on any other night and 9 o’clock on the fol- 
lowing morning: or if he omits to enter in regular books description of any 
article purchased, with the name and place of abode of the seller, the date 
and hour of the day of each transaction, and the price paid; or if he omits 
to keep in his premises any article purchased for the full period of seven 
days; or if he disposes of it before the end of that time. Our Glasgow sub- 
scribers are very justly indignant at this threatened interference; but we re- 
gret to observe that in stating their case they stigmatize the licensed brokers, 
with whom they are thus associated, as “ members of a trade which has ever 
been considered a disreputable one,” and the “friend of the thief and the 
burglar.” That an useful and necessary trade affords facilities for the “ thief 
and the burglar,” is a misfortune fur the honest trader, and one which the 
pawnbroker, the tool-maker, and many others do not escape. Our friends 
should ground their remonstrance on the hardships of their own case, and 
not on an uncharitable allusion to a section of their fellow-citizens. The true 
objection to the obnoxious clause is not that they have been associated with 
licensed brokers, but that they are threatened with vexatious restrictions 
which, whether necessary or not in the case of others, are not necessary in 
the case of dealers in second-hand books.
